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AB Washington News Letter 


For the Light Construction Industry 


A special service for American Builder readers. The latest Washington developments affecting the light con- 
struction industry assembled by special Washington correspondent and sent by wire to be printed and 
bound in your American Builder at the last minute before it is mailed. A regular monthly feature. 


Washington, November 21, 1952 


> THE ELECTION of General Eisenhower and a Republican-controlled Congress is certain 
to have its effects, direct and otherwise, on the light construction industry. The 
appointment of new agency heads and enactment of new legislation are two areas in which 
the industry will be seeing changes. 


>» POSSIBLE DEVELOPMENTS in the next few months give rise to much speculation. Every- 
one in Washington seems to have opinions; but when all are heard you still have nothing 
more than an “informed guess." This letter is written on that basis. 


>» GOVERNMENT FINANCIAL AIDS, interest rates, public housing, controls of one kind or 
another, veterans housing — all these are among the things which may be changed by the 
new Congress and the new Administration. 


>» MANY OF THE GOVERNMENT'S EXISTING PROGRAMS have contributed to the great housing 
production since 1945, and in these no big changes would seem to be desired. Other pro- 
grams, such as public housing, are less desirable from the industry's standpoint. 


>» DRASTIC MODIFICATION of present programs actually appears unlikely. Many Republican 
leaders of the new Congress have supported the housing programs for years. Spot amend- 
ments to make present laws more workable will probably be tried. 


> INDUSTRY SUPPORT for many government housing activities already is assured. Finan- 
cial aids for private housing have been a big factor in helping millions of families buy 
homes. The FHA, VA and FNMA programs have all been instrumental in keeping home-building 
at record levels. This is true, even though the FHA-VA share of the total market now 
appears to be declining. 


> THE NEW CONGRESS undoubtedly will be urged to continue these financing aids as well 
as other help for privately-built housing. It stands to reason that legislators will 
do nothing deliberately to cut housing production. One factor will be the need to 
maintain full employment in the building trades. 


> PUBLIC HOUSING will meet vigorous opposition. Industry representatives probably 
will ask that all support for public housing be ended, and that present holdings of some 
290,000 units be liquidated. 


> THIS ISSUE may bring headaches to the Republicans. Many Republican congressmen have 
fought public housing consistently, but others in the party, including Senator Taft, 
have not. The party's 1952 platform was silent on the subject. 


> SOME OBSERVERS believe public housing will be continued, although at a reduced rate. 
Appropriations for the current fiscal year provided for 35,000 public units, as com- 
pared with 135,000-per-year authorization contained in the National Housing Act. Con- 
gress might go along with industry requests to study the entire public housing program 
before appropriating funds for the next fiscal year. 


}» VETERANS HOUSING probably won't feel the effect of a change in administrations. The 
veteran programs since World War II have rarely been opposed by either side in Congress, 
and there is no reason to think any changes in existing programs will be forthcoming. 


>» WAGE, PRICE AND RENT CONTROLS are more likely to end, in view of the election. Repre- 
sentative Wolcott of Michigan, who will head the House Banking Committee in the new 
Congress, has said he sees "no justification" for continuing these controls. They are 
scheduled to die next April 30. 


>» CONTROLS ON MATERIALS will end next June 30 unless extended. Congress may extend 
these, perhaps in watered-down form. This may be on a stand-by basis, ora simple priority 
system may be set up to protect defense needs. 

p>» INTEREST RATES present another imponderable for the coming months. Both VA and FHA 
have authority to make changes, but have stuck with old rates despite a decline in their 
effectiveness since 1950. New administrators might have other ideas. 
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}» PERSONNEL CHANGES under the new President will be important and may foretell changes 
in policy. Presumably, in the housing field, HHFA Administrator Foley, FHA Commissioner 
Greene and PHA Commissioner Egan will be replaced by Kepublican appointees. It can be 
expected that a number of second-level changes will occur also, because new adminis- 
trators generally name their own top assistants. 


> THIS TOP-LEVEL SHUFFLE will influence new legislation, because these men will be ina 
position to make recommendations to Congress. At the same time, they can bring about 
other changes through their execution of existing law. 


> THE FHA COMMISSIONER, for example, could set $16,000 as the maximum FHA-insured loan 
for single family dwellings. The present maximum of $14,000 is $2,000 below the statu- 
tory limit ; and it was set by “administrative discretion." 


>» THE RESIDENTIAL MORTGAGE MARKET in 1953 will be dominated by conventional lending 
at least to the same extent as in 1952. About a third of the mortgage business next 
year is expected to be in FHA and VA loans. Steadily rising accumulations of funds in 
savings and loan associations are expected to flow in the direction of conventionals. 


p> EARLY ESTIMATES OF 1953 CONSTRUCTION volume indicate there will be little change from 
the 1952 level. An increase in commercial and recreational construction, reflecting 
the end of credit controls and an easing of materials, will make up any losses in resi- 
dential building. The latter is expected to be not less than 900,000 units. 


>» PRESSURE IS ON NPA for relaxation of construction controls on January l, instead of 
next May l. Controls officials set the May 1 date in a splurge of caution last October. 
NPA Administrator Richard A. McDonald said he wanted to be “sure"® that when relaxations 
become effective orders can be filled “without serious difficulties." 


> A “TASK FORCE" of NPA's Construction Industry Advisory Committee made the January l 
recommendation, which NPA now is considering. No action has been taken as this issue 
went to press. 


>» A TIGHT STRUCTURAL STEEL SITUATION does exist, the task force agreed. Despite this, 
warehouses seem to be in position to handle small-lot orders, of 25 tons or less, if buyers 
have the required allotment tickets. Effective date of the relaxations could "easily 
be advanced" to January 1, the group advised NPA. 


>» A PLEA FOR IMMEDIATE RELAXATION of construction controls for the balance of 1952 has 
come from the United States Chamber of Commerce. The chamber's Construction and Civic 
Development Committee said retention of controls unnecessarily jeopardizes the indus- 
try's ability to maintain employment. 


» TO CONTINUE CONTROLS when materials are plentiful only weakens public confidence in 
controls as a necessary instrument of national defense, the committee said. It called 
for immediate relaxation of controls, then full suspension on January l. 


>» MORE THAN 28,000 VETERANS received GI 4 per cent home loans from private lenders during 
the month of September, the VA announced. This was the highest GI volume since December 

1951. VA said an average of 25,000 veterans a month obtained GI home financing during the 
first six months of 1952. Despite a “general tightening" of the mortgage market. 


>» THIS HIGH VOLUME in September supports VA's contention that the 4 per cent rate is 
adequate. But the supply of 4 per cent money is spotty, with some areas having an "ade- 
quate supply" and other areas having "little or none at all." VA said recent renewal of 
FNMA's over-the-counter purchases “will help bolster the GI loan money supply." 


>» FNMA PURCHASED almost $24 million in VA mortgages over-the-counter in September, the 
latest month for which figures are available. September was the first month in which 
Fannie Mae resumed over-the-counter operations after a lay-off of several months. 
VA's accounted for more than half of the eligible mortgages purchased during this first 
month of new operations. 


® OCTOBER HOUSING STARTS were estimated at 101,000 by the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
This compares with 98,000 starts in September, and with 90,000 in October a year ago. 
The October 1952 total includes 100,000 private starts. 


SEASONALLY ADJUSTED ANNUAL RATE of starts for October was estimated at 1,156,000. 
he highest rate since the BLS began compiling seasonally adjusted starts last June. 


TARTS in the first ten months of 1952 total 966,400 the BLS reported. This compares 
h 956,000 starts in the same period of 1951. Included in the 1952 figure are 48,900 
The smaller 1951 total included 67,600 public units.

The 1952 Housing Picture 
and What's Ahead for 1953 


Phe home builders of the United States will experience the second 
biggest year in their history in 1952, and look forward to equally great 
progress in 1953 toward their goal of decent housing for every American 
family. 

The « truction of an estimated 1,100,000 new homes and apart 
ment units in 1952 rounds out seven post-war years of record-breaking 
building that have provided housing for almost 7.000.000 families and 
extended the benefits of home ownership to 55 per cent of the American 
people. 

This progress « 1 will be mainiained through research and the 
development of better techniques and materials to give the ho buyer 
more value for his housing dollar. 

With credit controls finally lifted and restrictions on the use of 
materials greatly relaxed, | foresee a publie demand for at least 1.000, 
000 ne s annually for the next decade. And I am confident that 
this rket can be doubled in the 1960's when the big crop of war 
bilies born during the 1940's will be coming into maturity and es- 
tablishing homes of their own. 

That prospect has vital significance not only for the nation’s home 
builders but for every segment of our free economy, from the building 
supply and appliance manufacturer to the « storekeeper. 

Studies show that a business chain res nm sets in every time a 
house ix bought. When one family moves into the new home. as many 

16 others “step up” into better living quarters. And each step-up 

ates new business in furnishings, electrical appliances, linens, rugs 
and hundreds of other houschold needs, 

The chain reacti works another was. too. More than 1.000.000 
families have a direct stake in the prosperity of the home building 
industry through on-site construction payrolls, and many hundreds of 
thousands more share indirectly by their earnings in the related indus 
tries which ufacture, transport and distribute building materials | 
equipner Those payrolls add up to billions of dollars of consumer 
purchasing power. They have contributed greathy toward m intaining a 
strong national economy during the critical post-war vears. 

There is one disturbing fa *, however, in the home building outlook. 
one thai affects all Ame ns—businessmen, rs and work 
alike. That ix the growing trend toward ~ialize which has been 
demonstrated most forcibly in the federal government's public housing 
program. 

Everyone agrees that decent housing must be provided for even the 
lowest i © groups in this « try. But we believe that the job « 
best be done by private enterprise, with the government removing 
obstacles to maximum produc raging rather th com- 
peting with private builders in the development of low cost ho ing. 

During 1952. we witnessed the spectacle of a $110,000,000 publie 
housing project being foreed upon the city of Los Angeles after the 
voters had rejected it in a referendum because they realized they would 
eventually foot the bill for this federal “bounty.” 

In Houston, Texas, public housing auth es even agreed to buy 


furniture for prospective tenants to get them into their projects. 


Private industry has a workable solution of its own for o housing 
ills; it includes maximum production of low-priced homes for «ale and 
re full use of the 49,000,000 existing housing unit« now available. 
mostly at low rents, and enfore nt of strict health and safety codes 
to rehabilitate slums. 

Direct welfare assistance should be given to those who cannot afford 
lecent living quarters even at the lowes? prices, thereby recogni ing 
this « . rather than a housing problem. 

Given the opportunity and the e ragement of the whole American 
community, the building industry can and will do the job. The alterna- 
tive is socialized hou as we see it today in Britain and other 
countries, and the ultimate socialization of all American enterprise.

| HIS ingenious method of con- 
structing a dividing wall to make two 
rooms out of one was designed by H. 
Creston Doner of Libbey-Owens-Ford 
Glass Company, and is patented by the 
company.

S mall town builder Otto Kuhn of 
Siedel, Illinois, recently completed this new 
milking parlor barn using concrete block 
and laminated trusses as his main construc- 
tion materials. The 54 foot 6 inch by 60 foot 
barn includes a milking parlor, cooler room, 
loafing room, storage shed and bull pen. 
The 34 foot 6 inch by 60 foot second story 
is used to store baled hay. 

The barn has a concrete foundation 14 
inches wide and 36 inches deep. Thirteen 
courses of concrete block were laid on the 
foundation wall. Second floor joists are 
2x12. placed 16 inches on center. The joists 
over the large loafing room are supported 
by lally columns and wood girders. Roof 
sheathing of 1x6 D&M was nailed to the 
laminated rafters 

4 12x60 foot shed for storage and cooling 
room was added to basic plan. Walls of 
the shed are concrete block. The shed roof 
is tied into the main structure by 2x6 rafters 
resting on ledger strips and bolted to th 
laminated rafter. 

Over the cooling room is a ground feed 
storage bin with a gravity chute to the milk- 
ing parlor. A feed mill located in the stor- 
age area grinds the feed and fills the over- 
head bin. Ground feed is used as the cows 
have a shorter time in the milking stalls.

Plastic tube 
carries milk from cow to cooler. Milk cans as seen in the cooler 
will be eliminated when a milk truck is available which will pump 
milk from cooler to truck.

rhis building follows the pattern 
of cutting back the front wall from 
the sidewalk line to provide a natu- 
ral planting area in front of large 
plate glass windows. This planting 
area serves several purposes other 
than decorative. (1) It provides a 
buffer area between edge of side- 
walk and windows which gives a 
measure of protection to the glass. 
(2) It permits an extended feature 
at the entrance. such as the angular 
pylons which support the canopy 
above, without encroachment upon 
public property. 

The front of the building above 
the canopy is faced with Bedford 
stone.

methods from England 


Batons to meet the severe 


housing shortage in Great Britain 
have produced many new ideas fea- 
turing non-traditional methods in 
construction. In the houses built by 
the rural council (public housing 
agency) at Highworth in Wiltshire. 
the semi-detached type is featured. 
The aim has been to produce 
economy and speed of erection 
without sacrificing space and com- 
fort.

With this type of structure the 
construction of end walls, party 
walls. and cross walls is traditional 
load bearing brick. The frort and 
rear walls of the semi-detached 
units are non-load-bearing. The-e 
have been kept as simple as pos- 
sible by concentrating windows and 
doors into one large frame with 
full length wood jambs and a 
head formed by the soffit and fascia. 
The frames are assembled on the 
floor slab by bolting the ground 
floor and first floor window units to 
the jambs. These form jigs for the 
load-bearing walls. 

Under this system there has been 
developed and patented a method 
whereby any suitable sheet material 
may be used to form a wall merely 
by standing it in place and passing 
light-gauge reinforcing wires across 
the faces. A new type of nail has 
been designed with a slot under the 
head. which is the only non-stand- 
ard component required. Wit!. these 
nails a wall can be formed to serve 
a wide variety of uses ranging from 
a simple partition to a highly in- 
sulated external wall. 

In the case of the house shown. 
sheets of x-inch plasterboard are 
placed in position and secured by 
the hook nails driven into the door 
frames or abutting structural walls. 
Light gauge reinforcing wire is then 
passed over the hook nail and across 
the face of the plasterboard in con-

tinuous length. When the reinfore 
ing wire is in position the hook 
nails are driven further in to ten- 
sion the wire, which is then stapled 
through the plasterboard. The ends 
of the staples are then clenched 
over the reinforcing on the opposite 
face. The wall at this stage is like 
a thin skin stretched across the space 
being filled. When plastered it be- 
comes rigid. 

The designer considers that the 
finished wall compares favorably for 
strength and solidity with walls 
built of other partition slabs. The 
cost per yard is less than the cheap- 
est alternative. 

An important feature of this new 
type of wall is the way in which 
door and window frames become an

Speaking for the Conveyor Equip 
ment Manufacturers Association, 
Webb based his remarks on these 
pornts : 

1. Never put a conveyor system 
into operation until it has been of 
ficially turned over by the manu- 
facturer. 

2. Be sure the drive machinery 
is guarded. 

. Keep lubrication piped to safe 
points, 

1. Provide adequate clearances 
for maximum loads. 

». Consider visibility in locating 
controls and in loading. 

6. Contine couvevor operation to 
authorized employees. 

Leave conveyor repairs to 
maintenance employees. 

8. Provide a smooth cover under 
slat conveyors to avoid shearing. 

9. Forbid riding or stepping on 
convevors, 

10. Instruct employees in loading 
to consider clearances. visibility
